LONDON, Aug. 10.——Great Brit- 
ain has been given a few very anx- 
ious days as a result of the 
situation. Nobody in this country 
Wants to embark in another war. 
Not only has England no soldiers to 
send, but the whole community is 
of war and overburdened with 
taxation.
